BAKED FOR PRISONERS. 
\ 

Editor of the Lexington Herald : 
Ten days ago the conditions at 
the Frankfort jail and the grave 
financial need of Kentucky's pris- 
oners of State was the subject of 
discussion at a Fayette county 
dinner table. The maid servant 
repeated the conversation iu the 
hands' kitchen at supper that 
night. An old negro woman, who 
had for years been cook on the 
place, but was now in her old age, 
living in Lexington, chanced to 
be of the company for she had 
"come out home" for a visit. She 
listened with grieved interest. 

"I wish I had some momy," 
she said, "both of those gentle- 
men ht»9 as much right as nry 
man in Kentucky to be outdoors 
this here Maytime. It ain't fitten 
fub them to he pestered boat 
money fuh thar trials. They 
never done nothiu', and the ones 
that put 'em thar knows it. O, 1 
wish I had some money." 

For the rest of the evening she 
was very quiet. Next morning 
she came to her "Ole Miss" with 
a business proposition. She 
wanted, she said, to keep a lunch 
table when Buffalo Bill showed in 
town and would "Ole Miss" trust 
her with,material for her lunches, 
and she would pay her out of the 
profits. Of course, the help was 
gladly furnished, and the night 
before the seveuth of May, Aunt 
Martha, in her cabin in town, 
was up all night baking sugar 
cakes and "crablanders" and day- 
light found her slicing the ham 
foT-her sandwiches. 
In a few days she reported to "Ole 
Miss," her face gray with disap- 
pointment. She carefully untied 
a kuotted handkerchief and poured 
on the kitchen table a pathetic 
little hoard of coppers and nickles 
and dimes. 

I "Thar's what I cleared," Bhe 
said; "I 'lowed it was goin' to be 
more. I sho'ly kin cook; you 
know that, 'Ole Miss,' an' I was 
sellin' my things off fust rate 
when the rain come, but it 'spiled 
a heap of my cook in.' I had a 
cotton spread over 'em, but it 
rained so hard, that when I lifted 
it up, every thing was about gone. 
The cakes was meltin' into the 
pies, and the pies into sliced bred. 
I sho'ly am sorry. I thought 'Id 
sho' make five dollars, an' maybe 
ten. But here 'tis, 'Ole Mies.' 
It ain't but two dollars. One uv 
em's fuh Mist' Jim Howard and 
one fuh Mist' Caleb Powers. 
Please tell 'em I done the best I 
could fub 'em." 

This woman, who, in her pov- 
erty cares for two little grandchil- 
dren, and who, in her widowhood 
and old age, gave so freely of her 
toil, and without reserve of her 
earnings, reminds one of that 
other woman whom Jesus saw 
casting into the treasury two 
mites, wheu he said: "Of a truth 
I say unto you that this poor 
widow hath cast in more than 
they all; * * * for Bhe of her 
penury hath cast in all the living 
that she had. " 

And one wonders if there will 
not be Borne among ub utterly put 
to shame, when the light from 
the face of this same Jesus Bhall 
shine on the dark face of that old 
negro woman, and His voice Bhall 
say, "Come, thou blessed of my 
Father; I was in prison and you 
came unto me." 

It may be— God forbid that it 
shall be— that some of us will ask, 
"Lord when we «w Thee in 
prison, or sick, and came not unto 
Thee?" and hear our Lord's voice! 
answer, "Inasmuch as ye did not! 
it to these, my brethren, ye did it ' 
not me."
